Next Saturday 


TO 
SELECT 
THE 
DELEGATES 


Duties of the Delegates 1'revimiely 


- 
Deilued by the County Ceu- 


tral Committee* 


Every chair in De Witt hall waa occu- 


pied last night by good Republican mem- 
bers of the Republican Central club of 
thia city. 


President George W. Jones announced 


tbat fifteen minutes would be allowed 
before the reading of tuo minutes for 
signing tbe roll. The opportunity was 
taken advantage o! by a large number of 
voters. 


8. It. Hart moved that a committee 


on constitution and by-laws, consisting 
of five members, be appointed by the 
chair, and the motion was seconded by 
Frank 11. Short. 


The chair appointed S. E. Hart, Frank 


H. Short, 11. Z. Austin, Mark Waleer 
«ud J. Snow. 


On motion of Jay Suott the chair ap- 


pointed a committee on finance as fol- 
lows: Jay Scott, S. Monlux and J. F. 
McDonald. 


The president announced that the 


county central committee bad called a 
primary election for April 10th, at 
which delegates will be elected to the 
county convention, which convention 
will elect delegates to the state conven- 
tion. He suggested 'that the club should 
fix upon some method as to the manner 
la which the ticket for the primary 
should be made up. 


J. W. Shanklin moved that the execu- 


tive committee be instructed to prepare 
a list of names of persons suitable for 
delegates and submit them to the club 
for approval at the next meeting. 


TUB OBJECT 01' TUK 1'JUMAltIKS. 


Frank U. Snort said the call for the 


primaries embraced nothing but H call to 
elect delegates to the county convention 
which would elect delegates to the state 
convention which body would send dele- 
gates to tbe national convention, Tlio 
question of electing delegates for all piir- 
poeefl, including the nomination of county 
ollicere was discussed in the meeting of 
the county central committee, but the 
suggestion that the coming county con- 
vention nominate the whole ticket was 
not received with favor. On discussion 
it was decided to call a primary election 
to elect delegates to the uounty conven- 
tion whoso solo duty it would bo to send 
representatives to the state convention. 


1'residont Jones said that the execu- 


tive committee of the club was composed 
of one member from each ward in tbo 
city, and the proposition was that these 
ahoold report n list of names to the club 
to be dctud upon at its next mooting. 
Everybody would have a chance to sug- 
gest names to the executive committee. 


THAT UNHOLY KXAMl'LK. 


Mr. Uart referred to the Democratic 


experience when residents of the Fifth 
ward captured tbo organization of the 
First ward, and the town had not yet 
ceased to ring with the echoes of Demo- 
cratic disaffection. 'Of courea they will 
be whipped into line after a while, lie 
proposed tbat the representatives from 
Lbo wards should be segregated in the 
club ami that they should present the 
names of the delegates agreed upon by 
Tj. Hinds thought that there might 


ho an element of danger in ward meet- 
ings for that purpose. 
"Our l\Miioi!nitic brethren (riod this 


,-nrd proposition," said Mr. Uhunklln, 
'and it seemed that the Bloody Filth ward 
locleil all tbo ollicers in all the ward 
clubfl." Ho believed it to be tbo tluty of 
the central club to select somo well 
known Republican in whom the voters 
of tbe ward have confidence', and place 
their namea before the Republican voters 
at thi) primaries. 


J. F. McDonald suggested that the Rfl- 


publicaue of the several wards should bo 
invited to attend a meeting of tbo cen- 
tral club and all join together in eolectitn; 
delegates. 
Frank H. Hhort moved aa an amend- 


ment tbat the various \viirda of the city 
bo called to meet at a time and place to 
he hereinafter named in each ward upou 
tbo same day and hour, there to select 
namea for delegates to bo voted for at 
the next primary election for delegates 
to the county convention. There cer- 
tainly could be no valid objection against 
allowing tbe pooplo of tlio wards to name 
their own delegates. 


Mr. Hinds suggested that there would 


bo dilliculty in organizing all tho wards 
at once. It would bo necessary in doing 
so to have the strictest kind of a roll call, 
with the residence of each member put 
down opposite hid name. 


"Practical politics," added Mr. Hindu, 


"demands that, we should select 100 men 
and out of this 100 men they should be 
able to select names that would not be 
objectionable to the people of tho wards. 


WARD RKl'itKEUSHTATION. 


Mr. Short urged that it would be wiser 


to leave the selection of delegates to tbe 
various wards. 
"As 1 understand it, this isn Central 


County Republican club, and there ia no 
reason why we should not select dele- 
gates for Oleander as well as for tho 
wards, except tbat it happens that tha 
executive committee is composed of one 
delegate from each ward," added Mr. 
Short. 


"While the committee might select 


tho same men that the p:oplo of the 
ward would choose, they would be better 
pleased if they were allowed to make tbo 
selection themselves. Wo had a pretty 
conspicuous illustration the other night 
of the town dominating a ward. I don't 
think that this club would attempt to do 
anything aa raw as tbat, but the selec- 
tion by tbe executive ^committee might 
lave a very bad odor. I think it wonld 
be inacb better if people of each ward 
were invited to bold a meeting at some 
designated place in their waru and let 
each ward select its own representa- 
tives. This club cannot have anything 
[o yo with the politics of any particular 


Dr.' Cheater A. Rowell said: "It seema 


to me to be a very simple matter to allow , 
the Republicans from each ward to vote , 
for their own delegates. We know that 
we aro not 
Democrats, and we aro 
; 


satisfied that no Republicans in this city i 
would go from ward to ward to vote for ' 
delegates. All that is required ia to pub- 
ish a notice for the Republicans of the 
different wards to meet at a specified 
place in each oUao five wards for tho 
purpose of selecting deleeates. There 
need be no clashing nor any danger of 
undue advantage being taken. I don't 
think that this club should have juris- 
diction over tho matter. If this club 
can be trusted to elect delegates thero IB 
no reaaun why the wards should not be 
trusted also. It ia tho fairest way, and I 
trust that the amendment offered will 
prevail." 
These remarks were received with ap* 


plause and it was clearly perceived tbat 
the sentiment of the meeting was in 
favor of the ward plan. 
The amendment was thereupon put 


to tho vote and carried. 


FOB KBIT SATURDAY NIQnT. 


It was moved that the ward meet- 


ings be called for 7.30 o'clock next Sat- 
urday evening and that a secretary be 
elected in each of these mooting to flee 
that tho nanioa of the Republicans pres- 
ent and their address are entered on tho 
roll. 


Tho motion was unanimously carried 


and the club adjourned snbjact to the 
call of the chair.
